Los Angeles, Cal., Oct. 29 , ’20. 
Editor Register:— 
My attention has been called to an 
article in y our paper entitled, “Je­ 
rome Analy zes Ballot Measures.” 
The measures referred to are num­ 
bers 12 and 16. 
Number 12 proposes 
a tax of 12 cents on the hundred dol­ 
lars for the support of the Univer­ 
sity of California. If number 12 pre­ 
vails, that rate of taxation will be 
imposed upon all the non-operative 
property in Orange county . With re­ 
spect to that fact, there can be no 
argument. 
If number 12 carries, it 
releases $2.400,000 a y ear of state 
revenues now applied to the support 
of the University . 
Taking it for 
granted that numbers 12 and 16 will 
prevail, it follows, therefore, that 
the state will have $2,400,000 of 
funds to apply toward 
the 
relief 
called for in number 16. In addition 
to this amount of 
$2,400,000. the 
state is accumulating a surplus in 
excess of $1,000,000 a y ear. 
That 
surplus can be applied to meet the 
needs resulting from the adoption of 
number 16. 
Corporation income has 
been increased 20 per cent or more 
by increased rates, and that means 
a corresponding increase of 20 per 
cent more in the revenues of the 
state. 
From 
this source, enough 
more money can be taken to meflt 
the req uirements of number 16. 
It 
follows, therefore, that if number 12 
carries, it will not be necessary to 
impose an advalorem tax to meet 
the increased needs provided for in 


number 16. 
If number 12 fails and 
the state imposes an advalorem tax 
to take care of the needs arising 
from adoption of number 16, the ad­ 
valorem tax would not exceed 11c 
in any case, and it would apply to 
corporation property at the same 
rate tta t it would apply to other 
property . 
It therefore follows, in 
either case, that Mr. Jerome is in 
error when he say s that the adop­ 
tion of those two measures neces­ 
sarily means an increase of 16c in 
the Orange county tax rate. 
Mr. Jerome say s further: 
“This 
entire amount will be spent outside 
of Orange county in the relief of 
less fortunate counties.” 
I presume 
Mr. Jerome is referring in this para­ 
graph to number 16. 
It is true that 
the tax paid under number 12 would 
all go to the University of Califor­ 
nia, and it would not come back to 
Orange county , except in the educa­ 
tion of Orange county ’s boy s and 
girls who might be attending the 
University of California. 
If number 
16 carries, Orange county will re­ 
ceive, at the very least, $73,000 more 
money for the support of its com­ 
mon schools and $25,000 more money 
for the support of its high schools. 
Mr. Jerome’s statem ent that Or­ 
ange county would not receive a cent 
more money under the provisions of 
number 16 is without any foundation 
in fact.

If a California convention many 
years ago had taken the advice of­ 
fered by Frank By of Sant* Ana, all 
the trouble over the Jap anese would 
never have been brought abouL 
It was during the p eriod of Cali­ 
fornia’s history when there was a 
great outcry against the Chinese. 
’The bitterness against the Chinese 
was exp ressed in far more vigorous 
manner than has been the rule in 
the Jap anese controversy. 
A state contention was held in 
San Francisco for the p urp ose of 
drawing up a p rop osed Chinese ex­ 
clusion act. 
Delegates were s e ^ 
from all over the state. 
Frank Ey 
went from Orange county. 
After the act was p resented to the 
convention, Ey offered an amend­ 
ment p roviding for exclusion of Jap ­ 
anese as well as Chinese. 
“They 
thought 
my 
amendment 
was a p iece of nonsense," said Ey 
today 
in 
discussing 
the 
matter. 
“’There was a mere handful of Jap ­ 
anese here then, and nobody had 
given them the slightest bit of atten­ 
tion. No issue concerning them had 
been raised. 
When Duncan McKin­ 
ley and ‘Pop * Cahill,—by the way, 
‘Pop ’ Cahill in early days ran a news­ 
p ap er m Anaheim and afterwards be­ 
came a great journalist in San Fran­ 
cisco—came around to me and asked 
me to withdraw the amendment be- 
caJise they considered it unneces­ 
sary. 
I told them ‘You will see the 
day when we will have the same 
trouble with the Jap anese that we 
are now having with the Chinese, 
unless we head them off now.’ They 
laughed at me. 
They asked me to 
withdraw my amendment, and I re­ 
fused. When it call’® to a vote they 
voted ray amendment down strong. 
“’The exclusion act that was drown 
up by that convention went to the 
United States congress and became 
the Chinese exclusion act that is still 
in existence. We might just as well 
as not have had Jap anese excluded 
then, and it could have been done 
without any trouble at all, because 
there were not enough Jap anese 
here even to Interest .lap an. 
‘T have often thought of that con­ 
vention in these last few years, and 
I very much regret the fact that the 
convention could not see the m atter 
as I saw it."
